Kahane loses appeal: 
will stay in prison

A Supreme Court justice on Fri- 
day rejected the appeal of Kach 
leader Meir Kahane and his 
associate Baruch Green against thp 
administrative detention orders 
issued ag-ainst them last month. 

justice Yitzhak Kahan ruled that 
"in this case the danger to the 
security of the state which the 
orders are intended to prevent is so 
acute that it is necessary to confirm 
the orders despite the restrictions 
imposed on the detainees’ right to 
defend themselves.” 

Rabbi Kahane and Green were 
detained last month under orders 
signed by the defence minister who 
was applying, for the first time the 
powers, granted to Mm under the 
recently .enacted Emergency 
Powers Law. The orders were con- 
firmed by the President of the 
Jerusalem District Court. 

Friday’s hearing took place 
' behind"’ aWlfctf- doors ^Mr~Jusflce' 
Kahan’s legal reasoning was 
published later. There is no place to 
compare, judicial review under the 
law in question to that applied by 
the court in • normal criminal 
procedure, the justice wrote. The 


court is not empowered under the 
law to decide whether the detainee 
is guilty or not but merely to ex- 
amine the discretionary powers 
granted to the defence minister. 

Kahan also concurred that 
divulging the evidence presented 
by the security services to the 
defence minister to the detalneeB 
and their counsel was likely to en- 
danger the security of the state by 
exposing their sources of informa- 
tion. 

The opinion does not divulge any 
details about the activities Kahane 
and Green are suspected of plan- 
ning beyond confirming that they 
"intended to attack Arabs.” 

Foreign reports have linked the 
two men with an arms cache found 
on the roof of Yestdvat Hakotel in 
the Old City, but local sources have 
denied this. 

Kahane, speaking to journalists 
after the court rejected his appeal, 
commented on last week’s bomb at- 
tacks^agains'. West Bank -^mayors. 
"I had a festival this week, and I 
hope that Bassam ShaJc’a will meet 
all the people of Nablus again — but 
in Amman," he said. 

He added that he hoped those who 
planted the bombs were Jews.

Arafat pays call on Shak’a,

Nablus Mayor Bassam Shak’a, 
who is being treated In Amman 
after losing both legs in a car-bomb 
explosion outside Ms home last 
Monday, was visited on Friday by 
PLO chairman Yasser Arafat. 

Arafat yesterday discussed the 
situation in the administered 
territories with Jordan’s King Hus- 
sein, who has just returned home 
from a private visit to Britain. 
Arafat’s Fatah organisation and 
the Jordanian government have 
recently begun cooperating closely 
on policy regarding the territories 
and jointly administer funds 
allocated to the territories by other 
Arab states. 

Meanwhile, Ramallah Mayor 
Karim Khalaf, who had his left foot 
amputated when a bomb exploded 
under his car, was operated on 
again last week and was said 
yesterday to be improving. 
Suleiman Harbawi, the Druse 


sapper injured during the same 
series of attacks, remains in ex- 
tremely serious condition. 

The Foreign Ministry on- Friday 
condemned Thursday’s UN Securi- 
ty Council decision calling on Israel 
to pay compensation to the injured 
mayors. The statement said that 
the council’s decision "was another 
example of an international posi- 
tion that responded to every Arab 
demand and ignored every Israel 
argument.” 

The Nablus municipal council 
last night appointed Zafer al-Masri 
as acting mayor in the absence of 
Shak’a. 

Masri, a member of the most 
prominent Nablus family,- is a 
wealthy businessman and has been 
serving as deputy mayor. 

Announcing his appointment, the 
council once again condemned the 
bomb attacks. 

The French government on Fri- 
day offered to treat Shak’a in a 
French hospital. 


U.S. to expel criminal Cubans 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter yesterday 
ordered the Justice Department to 
seek the swift expulsion of several 
-hundred Cubans freed from Cuban 
jails by Fidel Castro to join the ex- 
odus of refugees arriving in the U.S. 

Carter also called for expulsion 
proceedings and possible prosecu- 
tion of additional Cuban -refugees 
who rioted last weekend in .a 


resettlement centre at Fort 
Chaffee. Arkansas. 

' At the same time the administra- 
tion accused President Castro of be- 
ing cynical and inhumane on the 
refugee issue. 

White House spokeamah Jody 
Powell estimated the total number 
of Cubans affected by the action at 
approximately 700, and said they 
were being confined pending legal 
action.

LONDON. — Barring a last-minute 
change of heart, the Common 
Market declaration on the Middle 
East to be issued in Venice bn Fri- 
day will make specific mention of 
the PLO. . 

The declaration, at present in as 
agreed-to draft form, will state that 
the European Community believes 
that the PLO must be brought into 
negotiations for there to be a com- 
prehensive settlement. 

But the Foreign Office stresses 
that this would not imply recogni- 
tion of the PLO. because Britain 
recognizes states and* not 
organizations. Nor will it alter the 
present ban on UK ministers talk- 
ing to the PLO until that organiza- 
tion formally recognizes Israel and 
renounces terrorism, the Foreign 
Office said. 

But such a change of heart by the 
PLO is not expected in the im- 
mediate future and Is certainly not 
part of a deal with the EC in return 
fof the Nine's declaration. 

The British claim that, even if the 
declaration is issued as it now 
stands, ft will not represent any 
radical departure from what Bri- 
tain and most of her' European 
partners have been saying for some 
time. The June 1977 declaration of 
the European Council, the British 
point out, spoke about “the need for 
a homeland for the Palestinian 
people." 

The Venice version will speak of 
self-determination. This does not 
necessarily imply a state, a 
Foreign Office spokesman told The 
Jerusalem Post on Friday, insisting 
that it would be wrong to prejudge 
the outcome of negotiations. "It 
may be a state, it may not be,” be 
said. "That is for the partners to the 
negotiations to decide.” 

The Venice declaration will also 
refer to UN Security Council 
Resolution 242 as "a basis” for 
negotiations and will stress the 
right of Israel to live within secure 
borders. But it will also call on 
Israel to withdraw from the oc- 
cupied territories and will, at least 
by allusion, be critical of the 
settlements on the West Bank: - ' 

Britain and her European 
partners anticipate that the 
declaration will upset Israel. But 
they nevertheless are convinced 
that the involvenpent of the PLO in 
negotiations -is a necessity and a 
political reality. The analogy is 
drawn with what happened at the 
Lancaster House talks on the future 
of Rhodesia earlier this year, at 
which Britain talked to the 
Patriotic Front for three months 
without recognizing them in the of- 
ficial sense. But Britain felt that it

House approves

WASHINGTON. — After a prolong- 
ed debate on Israeli settlements in 
the West Bank — and no conclusions 
— the U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives on Friday approved military 
and economic aid of $2.18 5b. to 
Israel, $1.3b. to Egypt, plus $16nx. 
for West Bank and Gaza develop- 
ment projects. 

After a vote of 221 to 147, the bill 
went on to the Senate Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee. 

Israel was voted $1. 4b. in military 
aid, $900m. of that in loans. Ibis is 
$400m. more, than the original 
figure. (UPI, JTA) 

Egypt agrees to send 
teachers to N. Yemen 

CAIRO (Reuter). — Egypt is to 
provide North Yemen with more 
than 8,800 teachers and education 
experts during the next two years 
under a protocol signed here yester- 
day. 

The protocol was the first 
between the two countries since 
North Yemen severed relations 
with Egypt last year because of the 
peace treaty with Israel.

After the riots and police- 
crackdown on black, organizations 
and dissenters in October 1977, 
sources say that advocates of 
"armed struggle" reorganized 
cells In black urban townships and 
opened rural conduits for in- 
filtrators from neighbouring coun- . 
tries. 

Initially, would-be guerrillas ■ 
were armed with 9mm. East Bloc 
machine pistols. World War n 
grenades or bombs using slabs of 
Soviet-made .TNT. according to 
cvidcnco left at previous attacks. 

This year guerrillas have used 
■ Uic" ubiquitous ‘ Soviet- made - 
Kalashnikov assault rifle, and B-W 


anti-tank rockets in their random 
raids. Police also have uncovered 
caches of more sophisticated ex-, 
plosives and detonating 
mechanisms. 

Police estimate as many as 4,000 
youths who fled from South Africa 
may be undergoing military train- 
ing in Angola, Libya, Mozambique, 
Tanzania, China, the Soviet Union . 
and East Germany. 

'An unknown number of exiles 
have infiltrated back into South 
Africa via neighbouring Botswana, 
but mostly from Mozambique 
through Swaziland, which has 
become a well-worn corridor for in- 
surgents slipping into South Africa. 

Swaziland has become a centre of 
intrigue, "like 'Berlin after World 
War n.” a military source said. 

Agents of Western, East Bloc and 
South African intelligence agencies 
and regional insurgent groups 
operate openly or covertly In 
Swaziland. 

Four days after the Saaol bom- 
blng, four people were killed in 
Swaziland in an explosion at a 
house occupied by sympathizers of 


South Africa’s outlawed African 
National Congress. Speculative 
reports said the house was a bomb 
factory. 

After organizing cells and in- 
filtration conduits, the next 
guerrilla stage was characterized 
by, ineffective incidents in public 
places. These were symbolic raids 
designed to bolster black morale 
and to demonstrate a presence 
despite an omnipresent police ap- 
paratus. 

The current stage began in 
January when three black gunmen 
and two hostages died in a shootout 
with police at the Pretoria branch 
of the Afrikaner-run Yolkskas 
Bank. 

Essentially, the bomb attacks on' 
the Sasol oil-from-coal Industrial 
sites arc a continuation of the bank 
mid strategy aimed at economic,’ 
strategic or psychological targets.' 

Blacks say the guerrilla alms 
Arc: to win ' Support for armed 
revolution as the only way to bring 
about real change or overthrow the 
apartheid regime; to show a 
guerrilla presence; to reduce in- 
vestor confidence; to provoke 


police crackdowns wMch further 
embitter blacks; and to halt refor- 
mist talk by Prime Minister Pieter 
Botha's government 

An Afrikaner parliamentarian in 
Cape Town said: "There’s no more 
talk of reform. Most talk is of in- 
creased security. The government 
is divided. They are treating symp- 
toms and not the root causes of 
black discontent. The Sasol raid 
was a blow for liberals.” 

In the past two months, the 
government has taken a number of 
measures to counter insurgents. 
Passenger searches and electronic 
screening of baggage was In- 
troduced for domestic flights, an 
armoured car screens planes from 
the road while .they taxi at 
Johannesburg's Jan Smuts Airport. 
Police throw up random roadblocks 
in eastern and northeastern South 
Africa. Army units have replaced 
the police In some border areas, 
and scouts, trackers and comman- 
dos from the former Rhodesian 
army have been recruited into the 
South African military.

may reconvene 
in Washington

The U.S. Is pressing both 
Egypt and Israel to resume the 
stalled autonomy talks In an 
apparent bid to pre-empt- the 
June 12 European summit 
which has been threatening to 
promote alternatives to the 
Gamp David accords. 

U.S. State Department officials 
were quoted yesterday as saying 
there was a good chance 
negotiations for autonomy in the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip would 
resume within a week in 
Washington. This indicated that the 
U.S. would Invite Egyptian and 
Israel negotiators to Washington for 
such talks. 

In Cairo, American Ambassador 
Alfred Atherton met yesterday with 
Foreign Minister Kama! Hasaan All 
to discuss the U.S. proposal for a 
Washington meeting, Egyptian of- 
ficials said. 

Officials said Atherton had also 
requested a meeting with Sadat to- 
day to convey America's latest 
thinking on the autonomy question. 

The Middle East News Agency, 
reporting from Washington, also 
said Secretary of State Edmund 
Muskie had met with Egyptian Am- 
bassador Ashraf Ghorbal to discuss 
the American effort to revive the 
autonomy negotiations. 

. "Some decision will be taken ear- 
ly next week about the resumption 
of the talks,” the agency quoted an 
American official as saying. 

’ U.S. Ambassador to Israel 
Samuel Lewis on Friday conferred 
with Premier Men&hem Begin for 
an hour, but no details of their talks 
were disclosed. 

The Americans are understood to 
be working on a face-saving for- 
mula under which Egypt would 
retract its indefinite suspension of 
the talks. The Egyptians dicL-Chls 
because of proposed Knesset 
legislation affirming Jerusalem as 
Israel's undivided capital. 

Earlier last week Israel charged 
that the Egyptian complaint was 
only- a pretext to break off the 
negotiations, noting that the propos- 
ed legislation was merely a restate- 
ment of standing Israeli policy. 

Israel's chief autonomy, 
negotiator. Interior Minister Yosef* 
Burg, had stressed three points to 
his U.S. counterpart in the talks, Sol 
Linowltz, that the legislation was 
privately tabled by an opposition 
deputy (Geula Cohen); that the 
draft law was shifted to the judicial 
plenum after Its first reading; and 


that the Knesset was a sovereign 
body .whose procedures the govern- 
ment could not frustrate, even for 
the autonomy negotiations with 
Egypt. 

Egyptian newpapers over the 
weekend published reports that the 
U.S. was attempting to revive 
negotiations in three stages: 

• In the first stage, Egypt and 
Israel would declare readiness to 
resume the talks without setting 
preconditions. 

• The second phase would take the 
farm of a meeting in Washington 
between the chief delegates of 
Egypt, Israel and the U.S. — All, 
Burg and Linowltz. 

• In the third phase. America 
would present proposals dealing 
with the "substance’’ of 
negotiations. 

The American intentions towards 
the resumption of negotiations are 
expected to be discussed at the 
weekly cabinet session today. So is 
the premier's recent revelation 
about the peace feelers which Israel 
has conducted with Jordan's King 
Hussein. 

Begin on Friday issued an official 
statement rejecting opposition 
leader Shimon Peres’ criticism of 
the disclosure of the talks with Hus- 
sein. The statement said: 

"The fact that meetings had 
taken place between represen- 
tatives of Israel and King Hussein 
had long been known. When I told. 13 
representatives of American 
newspapers of these meetings*: I 
revealed nothing but an op'en 
secret." 

Begin added that the reason for 
Labour's anger was clear, because 
Begin had proved once again that 
Hussein had rejected the proposal 
of territorial compromise each time 
this was discussed with him. The 
compromise meant the return to 
Hussein's rule of areas In Judea and 
Samaria, while the Jordan Rift and 
other areas would remain under 
Israeli sovereignty. 

A compromise of this kind 
belongs on the planet Mars, and not 
on earth. Begin said. Now, after 
Hussein's reconcllaltion with 
Yasser Arafat, any sensible man 
should realize that such a com- 
promise would lead straight to the 
establishment of a Palestinian state 
under PLO rule. Begin said. Only a 
week ago Arafat's Fatah organiza- 
tion declared that its purpose is to 
liberate all of Palestine and to li- 
quidate the Zionist entity. Begin 
added. 


Muskie plans M.E. talk

WASHINGTON. —The Middle Bast 
will be the focus of an address by 
Secretary of State Edmund Muskie 
at the Washington Press Club 
tomorrow. 

He is expected to express his con- 
cern that the deadlock in autonomy 
talks and the disintegration of order 
in the West Bank wlj] endanger the 
entire peace process. 

Last Thursday, Muskie issued a 
personal appeal to Israel and the 
Arabs to show restraint In the West 
Bank. The same day. the U.S. 
abstained on an anti-Israel vote in 
the Security Council, which blamed 
Israel for the attacks on the mayors 
of Ramallah and Nablus. Israel, as 


the conquering power, failed to 
supply sufficient protection for 
West Bank residents, the key clause 
said.

It is pointed out that 
Egyptian Vice-President Hosnl 
Mubarak and former prime 
minister Mustafa Khalil have been 
far from categorical in their opposi- 
tion to such a move. 

The draft declaration for Venice 
has taken a long time to work out, 
but there has been no major dis- 
agreement on basic issues among 
the Nine. 

Once^ the resolution is Issued, 
there Is talk either of a Joint EC 
mission to the Middle Blast or — an 
idea that the British favour — an 
"emissary" from the Nine visiting 
the area and talking to all the par- 
ties concerned. This would Include 
the PLD. 

The British feel that a one-man 
mission would be less complicated 
than if all nine countries were in- 
volved. 

There has been no decision as to 
who the "European Kissinger" 
would be. But one likely possibility 
Is that it could be the foreign 
minister of Luxembourg, the coun- 
try which next month takes over the 
presidency of the European Council 
from Italy on the half-yearly rota- 
tion basis. 

Whether Britain and the EC 
believe that their declaration will 
be tantamount to recognition of the 
PLO. it can be assumed that the 
PLO themselves will regard it as 
such and as another major 
diplomatic triumph.

Political sources in Beirut yester- 
day reported that Hoss had become 
increasingly frustrated oyer the in- 
ternecine bickering that wrecked 
his aspirations for national 
reconciliation. 

But it was Sarkis' handling of 
Lebanese affairs at the presidential 
level, the leftist Beirut newspaper 
“As-Safir" sold, that contributed 
heavily to Hoss* unhappiness. 
Sources said that the president and 
the prime minister split over Hoss’ 
new security plan. 

Hoss wanted to split the powers of 


colourless figure who eschews 
political infighting in favour of 
diligent plodding away at 
programmes that he believes will 
bring the country together again. 

Hoss. once an accountant with the 
Trans- Arabian Pipeline Company 
(Tapline), views himself as

Another example of the problems 
besetting Sarkis, Hoss and the 
Lebanese government exploded 
yesterday in the form of bombs a* 
the offices of Iran's national airline 
and a Palestinian refugee camp 

A previously unknown group 
identifying itself as the Front for 
the Liberation of Lebanon from 
Foreigners claimed responsibility 
for both explosions. 

One bomb was set off at the en- 
trance to the Palestinian refugee 
camp of Shatila before dawn, injur- 
ing 12 people, police officials said. 

The second was a remotely- 
detonated, device that wrecked the 
offices of Iran Air in Beirut. No 
casualties were reported. The Ira- 
nian Embassy later accused 
“American and Zionist agents" of 
blowing up the Iran airline offices. 

Iranian and Iraqi establishments 
have been the target of bomb at- 
tacks In Beirut and some other 
parts of the world, with both sides 
accusing each other of responsibili- 
ty. Yesterday's Iranian embassy 
statement did not mention Iraq by 
name. The Iraqi embassy in Rome 
was attacked on Wednesday and 
one Iraqi died. 

Blasts in Lebanon are a daily 
event. An estimated 15 explosions 
took place in the country In the past 
week. 


Reuters chief in Beirut wounded 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — The Beirut 
bureau chief of Reuters was shot 
and wounded early Friday by an 
unidentified gunman who fired at 
him from a passing car. 

Bemd Debusmann, 37, was hit by 
a bullet in the back and was taken 
to Beirut's American University 
Hospital, where his condition was 
reported satisfactory. 


The shots were fired as 
Debusmann, a West German 
national stationed in Beirut since 
1976, was getting into his car after 
leaving a friend's house in the west 
side of the capital shortly after mid- 
night. His wife Sue was with him, 
but she escaped unhurt. 

There was no apparent reason for 
the shooting.

Nazi SS man dies in Paraguay bar 


ASUNCION, Paraguay (AP). — 
Ke inrich Matthias Franz Muller, a 
wandering Nazi SS major who lived 
in eight countries after World War 
n. died of a heart attack in a 
Paraguayan bar, the newspaper 
"ABC Colour" reported yesterday. 

Muller, 58, was active tn a group 
called the IFA, which gave 
economic and moral support to 
fellow SS officers, and he cam- 
paigned actively for the release of 
Nazi war criminal Rudolf Hess 
from West Berlin's Spandau prison, 
the newspaper said. 

After the war, the major lived in 
Morocco, Egypt, France, Argen- 
tina, Mexico, Belgium and Brazil, ■ 
“ABC" said. He came to Paraguay 
in 1973 after the Brazilian govern- - 
ment refused to renew his visa. He 
lived here in at least three towns, 
drifting from one boarding house tb 
another. 

Carlos Gonzalez, owner of the San 
Carlos bar in the town of Agrega 
where Muller died on Thursday, 
called the Nazi "a very good man, 
very educated, very nervous, and a 
very heavy drinker,” according to 
the newspaper. 


Muller received money from a 
Heinrich Lutz, who lives in 
Hausham, West Germany, and 
talked about building a hotel in 
Agrega on a lot owned by Lutz, 
"ABC" reported. The Nazi, 
married for a time to the former 
Elisa von Begga, a Belgian, was 
burled on Friday in the town 
cemetery. Four children survive. 


European lawmakers 
support Soviet Jews 


PARIS (JTA). - European 
parliamentarians an Friday ac- 
cused Soviet authorfties- of in- 
creasing anti-Semitism.

U.S. seeks to drop

Liberals want immediate cabinet reshuffle

TEL AVTV. — Liberal Party circles 
have begun exerting renewed 
pressure on Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin to implement his 
cabinet reshuffle plan soon, and not 
to hold on to the Defence portfolio 
Indefinitely. 

Only a few days after Begin took 
charge of the Defence Ministry, the 
Liberals are demanding that he go 
ahead immediately with hla 
original reshuffle plan. The plan 
would put Herut's Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir in the cabinet seat 
vacated by former defence 
minister Ezer Welzxnan. and would 
make Liberal Energy Minister 
Yitzhak Mod&'i the new foreign 
minister. 

Moda’i, the new strongman 
among the Liberals, is reported to 
have told those close to him over 
the weekend that “the party cannot 
continue acquiescing to a situation 
in which it remains deprived of key 
cabinet posts. We insist on seeing 
our grievances redressed in the 
coming few days." 

Similar hints of Liberal im- 
patience came over the weekend 
from party chairman Slmha 
Ehrlich, who said that to the best of 
his “understanding. Begin does not 
intend to hold on to the Defence 
portfolio for long and will soon 
resume his reshuffle efforts.” 

Horut sources, too, believe that 
Begin will at least make a renewed 
attempt this week to allocate the 
portfolios in his cabinet, and will 
not content himself by holding on to 
the Defence portfolio, to ward off 


possible coalition disaster. 

These sources - hint that a deal 
might be on the way with at least a 
few of the Democratic Movement 
MKs to make sure that most of the 
party's Knesset members do not 
vote against the new appointments. 
The DM has been the strongest op- 
ponent of tbe reshuffle, rejecting 
totally the Idea of Moda’i ’s taking 
over the Foreign Ministry. 

Some opposition had also been 
forthcoming from the . National 
Religious Party, and especially Its 
leader, Yosef Burg, who heads the 
ministerial negotiating team on 
autonomy. It is said in NRP ' 
quarters that Burg is wary of a 
Moda’i appointment for fear that he 
would not readily accept as passive 
a role In the talks as have his 
predecessors. However, both NRP 
and Likud Insiders believe that the 
NRP opposition Is not as deep-set aa 
that of the DM and that It can be 
overcome.

Hill el.” he was buried on Friday 
morning.

Soviet-Moslem battles 


in outskirts of Kabul 


NEW DELHI (AP). - Fighting 
between Moslem guerrillas and 
Soviet and government forces has 
broken out in' the mountains .and 
valleys on several sides of Kabul, 
according to a report received 
yesterday from Afghanistan. 

Air passengers arriving here 
from Kabul yesterday were unable 
to confirm the reported clashes but 
they said they had not been outside 
the capital, which they described as 
quiet. 

"Nobody can leave Kabul. It is 
not considered safe," said a middle- 
aged Indian traveller who did not 
want to be named. “It is safe in the 
city but there is tension and a feel- 
ing that Anything may happen." 

A separate report from 
Afghanistan from a source that’ in 
the past has been accurate told of 
brush fire battles and Soviet ar- 
moured and air strikes In the 
KohdAman, a rolling valley of 
vineyards stretching for 70 km. to 
the north of the capital. Fighting 
was also reported in the wooded 
Paghman Mountains and near 
Kargah Dam, west of Kabul, in the 
Lalandar Valley to the southwest 
and east of the capital. 

Kabul is defended by four 
divisions of Soviet troops -with as 
many as 2,500 tanks and armoured 
vehicles, the source said. 

An Afghan traveller confirmed 
earlier reports of Soviet forces 
massing outside Kabul to prevent 


Senate studies ‘toxic shock’ 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — A Senate 
health subcommittee on Friday 
heard testimony about a recently 
discovered disease called the toxic- 
shock syndrome that affects, and 
sometimes kills, women of child- 
bearing age. 

Dr. William Foege, director of 
the Centre for Disease Control in 
Atlanta. Georgia, said the disease 
is “characterized by an abrupt 
onset of high fever, vomiting, 
diarrhea and rapid progression to 
ve^y low blood pressure and 
shock." He said other symptoms in- 
clude a sunburn-like rash and, 
latqr, peeling of the skin. 

In the early stages of the disease, 
other symptoms such as sore 
throat, headache and muscle aches 
may be present. Foege said. 

Of the 55 cases reported to the 
Centre far Disease Control as of 
May 23, 95 per cent were women. 
Foege said, “There has been a 
striking association in women with 
menstrual period," and 24 per cent 
of the patients have had a 


recurrence of symptoms with a sub- 
sequent menstrual cycle. 

The Centre for Disease Control 
first received report? of sporadic 
cases in October 2979 and became 
Involved with the disease in late 
January of this year when state 
epidemiologists In Wisconsin, and 
Minnesota reported seven and five 
cases, respectively, Foege said. 


Dr. Kathryn Shands, the Centre's 
principal investigator of the dis- 
ease. a aid the best lead so far is that 
a bacterium, staphylococaus 
aureus, has been found in three- 
quarters of the cases. But she 
cautioned that,’ until some tests are 
run with control cases, "the impor- 
tance of this finding is uncertain." 


Foege explained that the bacteria 
appear to produce a toxin that Is 
released Into the bloodstream and 
carried throughout the body. “It is 
because of this possible association 
with a toxin that the disease has 
been called toxic-shock syndrome," 
he Bald.

Carter warns of Reagan’s 
‘simplistic’ solutions

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter appealed on' 
Friday for unity among Democrats 
to defeat what he Raid would, be a 
Republican presidential campaign 
of “simplistic answers" to national 
problems. 

Carter did not mention his persis- 
tent democratic rival, Edward 
Kennedy, who told him on Thurs- 
day he would not drop out of the 
race for the party's presidential 
nomination. 

But the president, speaking at a 
meeting In the White House on Fri- 
day afternoon with * state 
Democratic Party chairmen, said it 
was "not easy in a time of rapid 
change to provide leadership 
without unity in our party." 

Carter, who has nearly 800 
delegates more than he needs for 
nomination at the party's August 
convention, then turned hla atten- 
tion to the general election, cam- 
paign . and criticized prospective 
Republican nominee Ronald 
Reagan by name. 

Referring to such issues as peace, 
the economy, environmental quali- 
ty and improving relations with 


allies, he said he was confident 
Americans believed Democrats 
could handle them “much better 
than Ronald Reagan and the 
Republicans." 

The president said he anticipated 
“a great deal of demagoguery from 
the other side in the fall," and he 
predicted that the Republicans 
would put forward "a kind of laun- 
dry list of simplistic solutions.” 
Earlier, Democratic national 
chairman John White warned that 
the confrontation between Carter 
and Kennedy could coat the party 
the election if their fight carried 
beyond the August convention. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. Jobless rate 
has Jumped to Its highest level since 
Carter took office, adding to his 
already severe political problems. 

A government announcement on 
Friday said that unemployment 
soared last month to 7.8 per cent, 
from 7 per cent in April. j 

This coincided with an em- I 
barrassing rebuff from Congress, ' 
which overrode Carter's veto of a 
measure blocking bis fee on im- 
ported oil In the first such move by 
& Democratic Congress against a 
Democratic president in 28 . years.

UNITED NATIONS. — Western 
countries are pressing African 
nations to soften' a draft proposal 
before the UN Security Council for 
an. oil embargo against South 
Africa. 

Western sources said U.81 Am- 
bassador Donald McHenry- had 
talks with Zambian Ambassador 
Paul Lusaka on what the council 
should do. and Britain and France 
were also interested in the in- 
itiative. 


The council was due to meet 
tomorrow for the second time this 
week on South Africa. The oil em- 
bargo Idea was put before the coun- 
cil by the 50-nation UN African 
group at the urging of the African 
National Congress, a black 
nationalist group which is banned 
in South Africa. The ANC claimed 
responsibility for a bomb attack on 
South African refineries last Sun- 
day. 

In Pretoria on Friday, university 
researcher Renfrew Christie was 
sentenced to 10 years imprisonment 
on charges of terrorism after South 
Africa’s first nuclear spy trial. 


Dr. Christie. 30, was arrested on 
October 28 in Cape Town soon after 
returning to South Africa after 
completing a doctorate at Oxford 
University in England. He was 
found guilty of five charges -under 
the terrorism act by the Pretoria 
Supreme Court. 

Christie was found guilty of un- 
lawfully acquiring Information 
about where the Atomic Energy 
Board considered it s els zoologically 
safe to explode nuclear devices. 


The judge told the court earlier that 
It had been proved that Christie 
conspired with members of the out- 
lawed ANC to priovlde Information 
on energy matters. 

Also on Friday, baton-swinging 
police charged black college 
students In the first incident* of 
violence In Soweto, ' near 
Johannesburg, _ since the start of foe 
nationwide school boycotts against 
' inferior education. 

In the Cape Province, where the 
pupils' protest began, police 
roadblocks were in position 
throughout the Peninsula in what 
was described as large-scale crime- 
prevention. 

Students at the Soweto teachers 
training' college staged a 
demonstration to protest against 
the refusal by authorities to permit 
students to form a' representative 
council. 

Meanwhile, a cabinet minister's 
remark that blacks are slow 
thinkers threatened to torpedo 
government plans for an advisory 
president's council. 

Prime Minister Pieter Botha 
stepped Into the controversy and 
said he considered the matter settl- 
ed after his close cabinet colleague 
Hennie Smlt rephrased the com- 
ment. But sources within the r uling 
Nationalist Party said they feared 
the whole idea of an advisory coun- 
cil had been wrecked. 

Smlt set off a nationwide uproar 
when he told parliament that 
blacks had been left out of direct in- 
volvement In plans for a new con- 
stitution because they had “slower 
thought processes.' * (AP, Reuter) 


NICOSIA (AP). — A fresh attempt 
by the UN secretary-general to 
revive the deadlocked Cyprus 
peace talks collapsed yesterday 
with foe rejection of the latest UN 
proposals by the Turkish Cypriot 
side.

SYDNEY (AP). — The New 
Hebrides government formally ask- 
ed Britain and France to send in 
troops to end a secession movement 
on the Island of Espiritu Santo, 
Chief Minister Walter Lini said last 
night. 


The New Hebrides government 
made the request in Letters' handed 
to foe British and French resident 
commissioners In Fort Vila after an 
emergency cabinet meeting yester- 
day, the Rev. Lini said in a 
telephone interview. 

He said it had been indicated that 
a French mobile unit was on stand- 
by In New Caledonia, and British 
troops could be sent to the New 
Hebrides from Hongkong if needed. 


If the French government did not 
agree to take part in a military 
operation to end the rebellion on 
Espiritu Santo, be would ask Bri- 
tain to act unilaterally. 

“Britain and France are respon- 
sible for law and order, and for 
maintaining internal security in our 
country at present," Lini said. 


"If they do not act, we shall ask 
the United -Nations to send In a 
peace-keeping force to help us." 

In London, a spokesman said the 
British Foreign Office hadn't 
received word on the request from 
Port Vila, but that officials were 
“watching the situation with care." 
Lini and British defence advisers 
bad earlier this week discussed tbe 
possibility of quelling the revolt by 
force if negotiations broke down. 

Lini said his government had 
given up all hope of negotiating a 
settlement with the secessionists, 
who took over the island last week 
In an apparent bid to set up a 
laixxez-faire economy. 

The rebels, led by colourful self- 
styled chieftain Jimmy Stevens, 
seized the police station on Espiritu 
Santo in the early hours of May 28, 
capturing police firearms. 

They held hostage the Island's 
district commissioner, district 
police chief and eight policemen un- 
til yesterday when they were finally 
placed on board a launch and allow- 
ed to leave for Port Vila.

Inventor of pedal-plane goes solar 


Diplomats dodge law on sex, drugs 


LOS ANGELES (AP). — Inventor 
Paul MacCready, whose pedal- 
powered airplane made the first 
man-powered flight across the 
English Channel last year, on 
Thursday unveiled an airplane he 
said was completely powered by 
solar energy. 

The 3i-kilo plane, the Gossamer 
Penguin, flies at about 25 kph and 
can only get four metres off. the 
ground, MacCready said. But it will 
be important in developing 
MacCready's next project, the 
Solar Challenger, which he hopes 
will go 40-65 kph at altitudes of up to 
1.500 metres. 

‘ MacCready said the Penguin was 
about three-quarters tbe size of the 
Gossamer Albatross, which was 
pedalled across the English 
Channel last June in less than three 


hours, tfis earlier Gossamer Con- 
dor was the first machine to 
achieve man-powered flight over 
.land. 

He said the Penguin cost more 
than 8300.000. 

The Penguin is powered by a pan- 
el of 28.000 cells that convert 
sunlight into energy. The panel is 
mourned above the 22 -metre wing. 

The plane has been flown more 
than so times, MacCready said. The 
pilots were his 36-kllo. 18-year-old 
son, Marshall, and teat pilot Janice 
Brown, a 31-year-old schoolteacher 
and veteran glider, pilot, 
MacCready said. 

MacCready .said solar-powered 
flight Is not "all that practical" but 
may spur utilities, auto makers and 
home builders to use solar 
batteries.

— Crimes of 
violence, sex, drugs and theft were 
committed by foreign diplomats in 
London last year, but none waa 
prosecuted because of diplomatic 
Immunity, the government disclos- 
ed Friday. 

A total of 284 alleged offences — 
including three sex crimes, four 
violent assaults, two drugs cases, 34 
thefts, six arrests for drunkenness 
and many driving offences — were 
committed by foreign diplomats or 
members of their families. Home 
Office Minister of State Leon Brit- 
tan informed the House of Com- 
mons. 

In addition to . the 284 serious 
offences, diplomats were responsi- 
ble for nearly one In 16 of all park- 
ing offences in London; bdt their 
: Immunity meant that some 8700,000 


in parking fines were not paid. 

According to Home. Office 
figures, the number of diplomats 
and members of their families im- 
mune from prosecution was 16,400 
— attached to 183 missions. 

The 284 alleged offences last year 
matched average figures . for the 
last five years, the written report 
said.

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U.S. nuclear nightmare becoming recurrent dream 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — For the second 
time In seven months, defence officials are try- 
ing to find out why a highly sophisticated com- 
puter malfunctioned and suddenly warned that 
North America was under Soviet missile fire. 

On both occasions, last November 9 and 
Tuesday of this past week, it meant a tew scary 
minutes. 

Early on Tuesday, while a flurry of checks 
was being run, B-5Z nuclear bombers and Boe- 
ing 707s‘ designed as airborne com- 
mand posts for the president and other top 
. aides wore ready to roar Into the air. 

But the warning, which flashed on computer 
display panels at the Pentagon and at Strategic 
Air Command headquarters In Nebraska, was 
proved false; and the automatic precautionary 
alert was called off there three minutes after it 
began. 

Officials hope to find out within the next few 
days why the computer erred, and they hope 
that It will never happen again. 


The error on November 9 forced a six : minute 
alert, and 10 U.S. and Canadian interceptor air- 
craft scrambled into the air. 

“A mechanical glitch” was how the Pen- 
tagon ultimately described the cause of that in- 
cident, which occurred when a test tape 
simulating a missile attack was put out ac- 
cidentally by a computer at the North 
American Defence Command. 

The Pentagon said the problem had been fix- 
ed to make sure there would be no recurrence. 
But last week's incident could lead to a re- 
evaluation of the reliability of the present war- 
ning- system. 

"The fact that we had another computer 
false alarm In a matter of months is so mething 
that causes us concern, and we are aggressive- 


ly Attempting to solve that problem," Pentagon 
spokesman Tom Ross said last week. , 


He said the U.S. was "not remotely close" to 
launching missiles and' bombers at the Soviet 
Union, Other data would have to show a missile 


attack was under way before any retaliatory 
action was ordered. 

The "fall-safe" check list Includes data from 
satellites equipped to detect heat signals from 
burning- missile fuel and ballistic missile early 
warning stations at Thule in Greenland, in 
Alaska and at Flying Dales, England. 

.President Jimmy Carter, who has to order 
any retaliatory strike, and Defence.

Officials said If a missile attack had been .

But 
in -his bid to gain diplomatic 
recognition abroad In the past year, 
Arafat repeatedly has stressed he is 
for a “secular democratic state.” is 
not against Jews and does not want 
to “destroy anyone.” 

The reaffirmation of the goal of 
"liberating all of Palestine” was 
applauded by the radical factions of 
the PLO. such as the Marxist 
-Popular Front for the liberation of 
PAlcstine and the Moscow-backed 
.Democratic Front. 

“They are getting closer to the 
PFLP." said one observer. “Their 
programme is more radical now. I 
think everyone is beginning to see 
that any talk about a Palestinian 
state Is an illusion... The United 
States doesn’t want it. Israel 
doesn’t want it. The Europeans are 
impotent and the Arab oil regimes 
are impotent.” 

A key Fatah official, however, 
pointed to one little-noticed, and as 
yet unpublished, resolution of the 
congress which reaffirmed all 
resolutions of the Palestine 


National Council approved since 
Fatah last met in 1971. 

This moans that for the first time 
since its founding. Fatah is willing 
to establish a state on any port of 
Palestine that Is “evacuated or 
liberated" — the much-discussed 
idea of a Palestinian mini-state on 
the West Rank and Gaza Strip. 

“Fatah may be more radical 
militarily, but politically, it’s more 
flexible than before the congress,” 
he. said. 

Some have theorized that a mini- 
state, might be established if the 
PLO recognized Israel’s right to ex- 
ist. So far, Arafat has steadfastly 
refused to renounce the “liquida- 
tion of the Zionibt entity” state- 
ment, calling recognition of Israel 
his "only card.”' 

European nations are currently 
discussing the possibility of getting 
Arafat to play that . card in ex- 
change for .amending UN Resolu- 
tion 242. 

The so-called "European in- 
itiative," an effort to maintain the 
momentum threatened by the stall- 
ing of the Camp David autonomy 
talks, would change 242 to more 
clearly recognise the political 


rights of the Palestinian people. 

The 1967 resolution currently 
refers to the Palestinians as a 
“refugee problem." 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter has 
promised to veto any effort to 
amend 242. and Israel has strongly 
opposed the European initiative. 

Fatah sources said many 
delegates, most notably Abu Jihad, 
argued for condemnation of the 
European Initiative as an extension 
of the Camp David process. Khaled 
* Al-Hasaan, an adviser to Arafat, 
was criticized for a recent tour in 
which he attempted to promote 
Europcan-PLO relations. But some 
Fatah factions beat back the move 
to condemn the European in- 
itiative, the sources said. 

One resolution passed by the con- 
gress said: “Diplomatic efforts 
should be intensified in Western

‘Sold out- 
key words 
in Algeria 

ALGIERS. — No visitor can leave 
Algeria without learning at least 
one Arab word: macache. 

Meaning "there are none," 
macache is probably the most com- 
monly used word in today 's Algeria 
where shortages of basic products 
are part of daily life. 

Shortage of food, medicines, 
spares and electric domestic 
appliances result in black market, 
speculation, queues. Inflation and 
frustrations in the country’s 
socialist economy. 

Coffee, sugar, edible oil. Sour, 
butter, soft, drinks, cheese, chicken 
and eggs vanish instantly from 
Algerian markets. 

Anyone- who falls to stock up at 
times of plenty has to buy on the 
black xharket,. 

People sometimes join- . queues 
without knowing what product is on 
bale. A good position in a long 
queue for fridges can be sold for 
nearly 100 doliara. Even at 
diplomatic cocktail parties, it is not 
unusual to hear ambassadors 
bargain precious addresses where 
they, their wives or their chauffeurs 
found otherwise untr&ceable 
potatoes. 

Huge queues form outside state- 
run super-markets before they 
open, but, after waiting for hours, 
customers are often met with a 
ritual “macache. ” 

When eggs are scarce. It is 
always possible to buy some at a 
“take-it-or-leave-It" price of 1.50 
dinars (0.17 dollars) on the black 
market. 

No private or state-owned shop 
will sell almonds In Algeria, but if 
you know the right place 
somewhere in the c asbah, Algiers’ 
old -town, a kilogram of them will 
cost you 100 dinars (nearly 20 
dollars). Buying an electric bulb 
and a matching socket is a 
perpetual headache for the average 
consumer. So 1s the quest for elec- 
tric batteries. The problems are 

commonly blamed on the state 
companies In charge Of importing, 
distributing and marketing essen- 
tial goods, like ONACO which holds 
a monopoly on 200 basic products. 
They are bitterly accused of 
bureaucratic procedures, mis- 
management, waste, unconcern 
and chronic Inefficiency. 

• . A roporter for "El-Jeich," the ar- 
my’s monthly, visited ONACO’ s 
main warehouse recently and dis- 
coyenfd that tons of food had been 
rotting for years. 

Spoiled goods were occupying 
more, than the half of the 
warehouses, he reported. 

Also blamed Is Algerian Industry 
which, it is officially admitted, doea 
not even work at half its capacity. 

. The frustration is so great that 
President Chadli Benjedid launch- 
ed costly anti-shortages policy to 
derusc social tensions. 

The 60 billion dinar programme 
for 1060 involves massive import 
through simplified bank and 
customs procedures. (Reuter) 


Bokassa of the Central African Em- 
pire. There is still the recurrent Li- 
byan Interference In Chad, where 
Libya continues to occupy territory 
along the Aouzou Strip. 

But most disgusting to many 
Libyans is Gaddafi's refusal to sup- 
port Moslem Eritreans and 
Somalians as he once did, preferr- 
ing now Colonel Mengiatu of 
Ethiopia, And his refusal to con- 
' demn outright the Soviet Invasion 
of Moslem Afghanistan. . 

The (act Is that Gaddafi is a 
dangerous and impulsive populist. 
He believes himself to be the leader 
of the pan-Arab national movement 
and Nasser's chosen successor. 

He also has the resources to make 
himself a nuisance, interfering in 
the internal affairs of other Arab 
countries to create the same style 
of regime as he has imposed on 
Libya. There he has created 
Popular Committees which claim 
to represent the people. According 
to Gaddafi "those who are 
members of parties are traitors" 
and party politics are unaccep- 
table. 

Beyond that is his resolute rejec- 
tion of the Egypt-Israel agreements 
and his blank refusal to accept that 
diplomatic means may be 
preferable to military ones in settl- 
ing, the Palestinian Issue. Yet even 
here Issues are confused and sub- 
sumed into his determination to 
make Libya’s presence felt in the 
councils of the Arab world. 

After nine yearsj the . Libyan 


revolution is still a long way from 
being successful either in domestic 
terms or in its foreign policy. 

For all his practical efforts and 
the philosophical pronouncements 
in the “Green Book,” Gaddafi has 
not yet established himself as the 
successor to Nasser. Nor is his posi- 
tion as head of state in Libya 
secure. 

There are, of course, positive 
results to be seen in Gaddafi’s 
revolutionary Libya, but Libyans 
had benefited from oil wealth 
before him. There are many 
failures too — agricultural develop- 
ment cannot feed even 10 per cent 
of the Libyan population. 

All opposition Inside Libya has 
been savagely curbed; summary 
executions are frequent and confor- 
mity is ensured through the purges 
carried out by the new 
Revolutionary Committees that 
penetrate tbe administrative and 
executive structures of the country 
As a parallel government. 

Tele vised-triala of people accused 
of corruption do not make up for an 
inability to say what one really 
thinks, particularly when one 
knows that those running the trials 
are far more corrupt than those 
they accuse. -

ANKARA. — ■ The lights are back In 
the Prime Minister's office and 
throughout the Turkish capital, and 
the day-long lines of stalled trucks 
at the gas pumps have disappeared. 

Turks have put their sweaters 
back in the closets otter a heatless 
winter and are preparing for a 
bumper crop of wheat, some of 
which they might even afford to ex- 
port. 

But Premier Suleyman Demirel 
still sips tea. instead of Turkish 
coffee, which must be imported, 
and keeps track of triple-digit infla- 
tion on his gold-plated pocket 
calculator. Meanwhile, about 10 
people still die every day in 
violence between Left and Right 
which has torn this nation of 40 
million. 

In his six months in office, "we 
have moved from a parallel 
economy to a producing economy," 
Demirel said in an interview. “We 
must thank Herr (Chancellor 
Helmut) Schmidt, Mr. (President 
Jimmy) Carter, Messieurs 
(Premier Raymond) Barrs and 
(President Valery) Glscard d’Esta- 
ing for having taken care of 
Turkey’s case very carefully." 

Demirel. the six-time premier 
who was educated in the United 
States as a mechanical engineer, 
was counting up the results of an in- 
ternational rescue operation ex- 
pected to bring over $8b. in 
emergency credits to Turkey’s 
crumbling economy from the U.S., 
Western Europe, Japan and 8audl 
Arabia. 

Worried about the safety of 
Western Interests in the Middle 
East after the turmoil in neighbour- 
ing Iran and Afghanistan, ministers 
have flown into Ankara at the rate 
of one per week. 

The flurry of contacts with 
Western powers brought these 
results. 

• The United States finally com- 
pleted an agreement to continue to 
use an airbase, four intelligence- 
gathering installations and seven 
communications stations in return 
for 3450m. in military and economic 
assistance. 

■ West Germany put together a 
3500m. package in military aid to 
shore up the defences of its NATO 
ally Turkey on the frontier of the 
Soviet Union. German F-104 Star- 
fighters, Leopard tanks and Milan 
anti-tank missiles will soon be help- 
ing modernize the Turkish armed 
forces, which ore NATO’s largest 
contingent at one-half million men. 

• France got Citroen to sign a 
letter of Intent to build a car fac- 
tory. postponed $65m. worth of 
debts and granted a new loan of 
3100m. as a contribution to the 
31.6b. pledge by the Organization 
for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD). 


• Saudi Arabia extended a $830*0* . 
credit to lta "Moslem brother for 
the fuel bills which exhausted • 
Turkey’s hard currency re8 ^X® 5 
and pushed its foreign debt to $18P- 

• The International monetary fund ■ 
is reportedly pushing Turkey for a 
20 per cent devaluation of the 
against the dollar on top of IMC 
January's 32.7 per cent as a condi- 
tion for new standby credit* 

Demirel’a austerity package is 
intended to curb inflation by 
slashing bloated state-owned firms, 
denationalizing mines, encouraging 
exports and attracting foreign In- 
vestments. 

But as the aid flows in, Demirel’s 
political future wavers. His conser- 
vative Justice Party holds only 185 
votes fn the 450-seat parliament and 
barely musters the 226 needed to 
survive with the aid of a group of 
tiny parties. 

Day after day, for nearly three ' 
months, senators and deputies tried 
to elect a new president for Turkey. 
They have failed In 76 ballots. 

While the post is largely 
ceremonial, the deadlock between 
Demirel and the larger, rival 
Republican People's Party has 
brought rumbles of discontent from 
the military. 

The armed forces have stepped In 
twice before in the post-war period 
— once to oust Demirel. Many ‘ 
Turks thought a third time was 
near last week when Chief of the 
General Staff, Gen. Kenan Evren, 
said the nation was impatient for a 
successor to President Fahri 
Koruturk. 

The army has been severely 
strained In combating terrorism 
during 18 months of martial law in 
one-third of Turkey's provinces. 

Despite soldiers in fatigues at- 
banks and public buildings and • 
bodyguards accompanying govern-; , 
ment officials, terrorists have kill- 
ed 1,631 persons since Demirel todk 
office, according to lormer Interior 
Minister Hasan Fehml Gunea. - - 

Demirel dismisses charges that : 
terrorism Increased under his 
government and that leftists and 
rightists are running wild. 

"If there was no fight (on oiir > 
part), the figures would be much 
higher," he said. “We have picked 
up 10.000 persona... but the stale' , 
cannot use their methods. The state ' 
cannot kill. They kill. The army is 
prepared for regular war. This lq - 
just kill and run. Period." 

Demirel says a military takeover, 
would play into the hands of*, 
terrorists. 

“They want to push the country ' 
Into the corner," he says shaking .' 
his finger, but he predicts they will ■ 
run out of steam.

New coaches for youth tennis teams

RAMAT HASHARON. — Ronnie 
Sender has started his new job as 
national girls' tennis coach, by 
preparing the under-16 squad for 
next month’s Coupe Heivetie inter- 
national team tennis competition in 
Greece. 

Johannesburg-born Sender, 24, 
was appointed by the Israel Tennis 
Association (ITA) recently in- a 
major reorganization of its 
coaching programme. Also in- 
volved in the reshuffle is Shlomo 
Zoref, 25, named as national boys' 
coach. 

Until these changes, national 
coach Ron Steele. 42, from 
Australia, was responsible for the 
training of all adult and junior 
squads, together comprising some 
70 players. However, the continuing 
expansion of tennis here, plus 
Israel’s . greatly Increased par- 
ticipation in international competi- 
tion, has made it impossible for one 
person to look after the whole 
programme, ITA general-secretary 
Zvi Meyer told The Jerusalem Post 
last week. 

Under the new scheme, Steele 
remains In charge of the men's and 
women's and boys* under-21 
squads, while handing over 
coaching of the younger groups of 


boys and girls (under- 12, 14 and 16) 
to Zoref and Sender. The scheme Is 
being run in close co-operation with 
the Ramat Hasharon-based Israel 
Tennis Centre with the training 
programme being carried out at the 
16-court centre. 

Representing Israel In what' will 
be only Its second outing in the 20- 
nation Heivetie Cup are Orly 
Bialystocki, Rakefei Binyamini 
and Uana Berger, all members of 
Tel Aviv Maccabl Tzafon, and 
Tivon Hapoel's Sagit Doron, the 
only new player. The girls are aged 
14 and 15. 

Because of their fine records over 
recent months, Bialystocki and 
Binyamini were automatic choices 
for selection.

But lots of 
doughnuts, snacks, nibbles, 
washing it down with various colas 
and such." 

The- Lonsdale .diagnosis of 
thiamin deficiency and marginal 
m alnouriahment is. a new and con- 


troversial one. Nutritionists and 
biochemists disagreed last week on 
[whether It may exist In many 
adolescents. 

Dr. Artemis Slmopopulos. of the 
National Institutes of Health,' said 
the surveys generally have found 
only a few common, nutritional 
defects in 'adolescents. The most 
common is iron-deficiency anemia 

- In menstruating girls on poor diets. 

BUT SOME scientists called the 
. Lonsdale 'suggestion a provocative - 
one that needs more study before 
being called true or false. 

Dr. Carroll Leevy, of the New 
Jersey Medical College, though dfs- 

- agreeing with much that Lonsdale' 
said, claimed in an editorial in the - 

■ nutrition journal that a 1967 study of 
642 New York schoolchildren fodnd 
low thi amin blamed on diet In 68 per 
cent of black and 52 per cent of 
white pupils. 

In another editorial. Dr. Myron 
Brin, of the Roche Research centre, 
a leading thiamin authority;, said: 

- "Serious public, health and medical- 
attention to tite advene health 
effects of marginal vitamin 
deficiency" is "long overdue." 

“We need to be very cautious 


about jumping to any conclusion 
about a B vitamin deficiency,” said 
Dr. 'Audrey Cross, Agriculture 
Department nutrition coordinator. 

“But adolescents are really a 
forgotten group. We do a lot of 
nutritional studies on the infanta 
and aging. But there's not a lot of 
work on adolescents, the period of a 

huge growth spurt." 

She said she. too, worries about 
youngsters who get their main 
nourishment from snacks or fast- 
food chains. "They may get airimaT 
protein and carbohydrates and 
fats," she said, but often no fruits or 
vegetables and, as a milk source, 
“shakes” without much milk. * 

As for Lonsdale’s patients, most 
have slowly improved after chang- 
ing their, diets.

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The Post’s David Landau and Asher Wallfish talk to Victor Shemtov 
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Dangerous escalation 

IT IS NOT EAST being 1 an Arab in Israel in these days of 
heightened Jewish -Arab tension in the administered territories. 

But being a member of an ethnic minority, especially in such 
times, requires a certain level of intelligent forbearance and - 
judicious self-restraint. 

These attitudes were, to say the least, not characteristic of : 
Thursday’s meeting organised by the heads of the local Arab 
councils in Israel to protest the outrage committed against the , 
Arab mayors on the West Bank. | 

There is certainly nothing reprehensible in Israeli Arabs 
protesting that dastardly attack. Indeed, it would have been 
strange if Israeli Arabs would not have voiced such a protest in 
view of the fact that most Israeli Jews and the State's in- 
stitutions have expressed their own dismay and revulsion. 

The problem with protest meetings, such as Thursday's, Is 
that they often court the danger of being carried away by anti- 
Israel rhetoric which is the standard stock in trade of such well- 
known Israel haters as Nazareth mayor and MK, Tewfik 
Zayyad. Even in Rakah, the New Communist Party, which is 
not famed for its support of Israel, Zayyad has established an 
embarrassing record by his statements, which often verge on 
the seditious. They have hitherto been excused by the Ucence 
society grants to poets, and more recently by his parliamentary 
immunity. 

At Thursday’s meeting Zayyad not only accused the 
'‘criminal" Israeli policymakers of responsibility for the attack 
on the West Bank mayors, but also urged Israeli Arabs to take 
protest action which the committee of Arab local government 
heads would not risk organizing. 

There is a danger that unless that committee takes steps to 
dissociate itself publicly from the tenor and content of Zayyad 's 
remarks and those of his rabble-rousing colleagues the entire 
Israel ' Arab community will be tarred with their Image of un- 
remitting hostility. 

TO be sure, there were also more moderate voices heard at the 
meeting, and in the end the iron hand, of Rakah prevailed to 
scotch plans for a country-wide strike of Israeli Arabs to protest 
the latest events and the government’s policy on the West Bank. 
The problem is that these moderate voices were shouted down 
by the rabble-rousers and that the image created was one in 
which Zayyad's supporters seem to be the main spokesmen of 
Israel’s Arabs. 

The national committee of heads of local Arab authorities — a 
body whose status is unofficial and still unrecognized by the 
Israel government — is the first truly representative body 
speaking for Israel's Arabs. As such, its organization con- 
stitutes a major political breakthrough for that population. 

- The committee is currently engaged in launching a campaign 
to press for massive governmental aid to overcome such 
. problems as extreme overcrowding of schools and economic un- 
derdevelopment in Arab communities. These are legitimate and 
urgent goals. 

But the national committee cannot have it both ways. If it is 
determined to fight to better. |he lot of ; the Arab population of 
Israel it must prevent a dangerous escalation and cannot afford 
to become embroiled in issues which are bound to identify it 
• with the enemies of Israel in the Arab-Israel conflict. 

Leading Israel’s Arab minority in such times is a difficult 
task. It requires the sort of wisdom and self-restraint which are 
certainly present among local' Arab leaders, but without which 
Arab- Jewish relations can only continue on a dangerous 
downward spiral. 

What mean these shops? 

THE AUTHORITIES appear to be satisfied. They have barred 
the escalation of protest In the West Bank (over the crippling of 
two city mayors) into an all-out campaign of civil disobedience. 
This required the applications some vigorous measures, such 
as the forcible reopening of shops. 

It was also, so it is contended, what the Palestinians 
themselves expected, for they hold authority in respect and 
pusillanimity in contempt; and what they truly wanted, for they 
could not otherwise continue doing business with the shabab 
running riot in the streets. 

Perhaps that is so, although the few moderate Palestinian 
leaders left contend bitterly that it isn’t. But let it be conceded, 
for the sake of the argument The question, which occurred to 
even a few cabinet ministers, is: is this good for Israel? 

The law of occupation Invests this country with the right in- 
deed the duty, to maintain law and order in the territories. But 
could the concept of a security prerogative be stretched to allow 
Israeli troops to keep reopening Arab stores — once the 
autonomy was, somehow, established? 

If it could not, then what has Israel availed itself by beating 
down, for the moment, unrest, along with some restless citizens, 
in Nablus, or Ramallah? 

Let alone in East Jerusalem, officially an undetachable part 
of Israel’s capital. The old and largely unrevised emergency 
regulations permit the O/C Central Command to take such 
measures in the Old City — and in the new city as well. But it 
would never occur to him, or to anyone else, to invoke the 
regulations to pry open a Jewish shop closed in protest. 

How much farther would East Jerusalem Arabs, whom the 
government will not let participate in the autonomy elections, 
have to go in search of ostensible proof that the city's supposed 
unity is something else?

ONE OF THE men most likely to.be 
a minister In an Alignment-led 
government is Mapam's Victor 
Shemtov. Unlike the Labour Party, 
where every cabinet appointment 
will be fiercely contested, the 
Mapam wing of the Alignment 
seems to have retained Its staid and 
disciplined approach to power. 
There will be no undignified jostling 
for jobs there. 

‘‘If I want to be a minister there 
would be no problem," Shemtov 
said with matter-of-fact modesty in 
a recent interview at his pleasantly 
appointed Jerusalem home. Ap- 
parently he doea want to be, 
because he added: “Mapam will 
probably want to benefit from my 
cabinet experience." 

He served for two terms as 
minister of health. After the 197? 
elections, he became secretary- 
general of Mapam, the first "city 
dweller" (i.e., non-Jdbbutznik) to 
hold that key position. 

1 'The Likud has punished us twice 
over." he says. "Once by throwing 
us out of office, and now again by 
not giving us enough time to 
reorganize ourselves and prepare 
to return. 

"The Alignment deserved to be 
thrown out. Decay and corruption 
were setting In. (Shemtov makes it 
clear here that he is referring to 
Labour, not to Mapam.) I thought 
In May 1977 that we would be in the 
opposition for at least two terms. But 
today a change back to the Align- 
ment is the crying national need... 

WHILE TIME has been short, the 
Alignment has not been idle in try- 
ing to correct its 1977 faults, says 
Shemtov. "We’ve got serious think- 
tanks studying the lessons of the 
1977 defeat. On the Hlstadrut front, 
tens of thousands have participated 
in three -day seminars at Beit Berl 
aimed at encouraging more 
worker-involvement in 

management.* 1 

"But we in Mapam are not 
against private enterprise," he 
hastens to add. " We’re in favour of 
a mixed economy..." 

Shemtov is anxjous to move away 
from Mapam's unfashlonably doc- 
trinaire image, so out of tune with 
the times. He seeks rather to pro- 
ject an aura of principled 
pragmatism. 

Thus, he says: “Mapam Is not an 
anti-religious party. If we were in 
the past, it was a symptom of im- 
maturity. We've outgrown It now, 
and today we are a party of 
tolerance. We have religious people 
among our active membership. 1 ' 

Nevertheless, he is hoping (and 
praying?) that the Alignment will 
come back with an overall majority

Sir, — In the Shavuot Supplement 
of The Jerusalem Post, Dr. Louis I.

People dealing 
with the Genizah will be interested 
to learn that the family name of An- 
tonin is Kapustin. Even in the En- 
cyclopaedia Judaica, of which Dr. 
Rabinowitz. was one of the chief 
editors, the name Kapustin does not 
appear. It is not mentioned even in 
the Index volume, where Antonin 
appears .twice. Having served for 
many years as editor of the 
bibliographical section of the En- 
cyclopaedia Judaica, I have to 
share with Dr. Rabinowitz the 
blame for the deficient information.

Alignment does achieve an absolute 
majority, he says, tt should look to 
the Liberals, the moderates of the 
NRP, Ezer Weizznan (“he's not 
Herul”) and anyone else left out 
there in the centre to join the 
government. 

"I am In favour of a spirit of 
national cooperation,” he says, in 
the 1967-style jargon. 

SHEMTOV'S pragmatism — he 
prefers the term “realism" — leads 
him to tread with extreme caution 
around the 'Peres-Rabin feud. 
Historically, and perhaps also 
ideologically (to the extent that 
there is any ideological difference 
between the two Labour rivals), 
Mapam might have been expected 
to favour Rabin. But Its new 
“realism" -focuses the party's con- 
cern on the need to win the election 
and oust the Likud. That is the 
overriding consideration — and it 
dictates, as far as Mapam la con- 
cerned, a conciliatory, almost in- 
different, approach to the Labour 
leadership tussle. 

Shemtov personally Is said to 
favour Perea. Others in Mapam are 
personally Inclined towards Rabin. 
But, In his capacity as secretary- 
general and emmeiator of the party 
“line,” Shemtov says: “We want to 
work with whomever is chosen. 
Therefore,' we don’t take any 
position." Ideally, Mapam would 
prefer a reconciliation. “We don’t, 
want to see any one 1 man rule the 
Alignment like an autocrat. 
Leaders have to be able to rise 
above their own feelings...*’ 

But he cannot resist just one prod 
at Rabin: “The book was the mis- 
take of his life. He doesn’t know 
how to bury It now..." 

"Realism," says Shemtov, is 
Mapam's watchword In foreign 
policy, too. It brings him to use the 
term "security border ad- 
justments" rather than the Labour 
Party’s “territorial compromise” 
to describe Mapam's position on the 
future of the West Bank. 

It was a sense of realism in the 


immediate post-Tom Klppur 
period, Shemtov recalls, that evolv- 
ed the “Yaziv-Shemtov Formula” 
(he, not unnaturally, calls it the 
" Shemtov- Tariv Formula") which 
stipulated that Israel would 
negotiate with any Palestinian 
group that accepted Resolution 242, 
recognized Israel and desisted from 
terrorism. 

“If that bad been accepted (by all 
or some of the Palestinians), it 
would have been Zionism’s greatest 
achievement since the Balfour 
Declaration. 

"The ‘Shemtov-Tariv Formula* 
was the moat anti-PLO formula Im- 
aginable. It would have divided the 
Palestinians, it would have explod- 
ed the PLO. If they had all rejected 
it — then Israel's political position 
would have been immeasurably 
enhanced." 

AS TT WAS — and this; says Shem- 
tov, is a cause of abiding regret — 
the "formula" was ignominiously 
defeated in the cabinet. Apart from 
the . two Mapam ministers and the 
two Independent Liberals, only the 
late Avraham Ofer, a Labour dove, 
supported It. “Saplr and Zadok 
remained silent," Shemtov recalls 
ruefully, hinting that the support of 
those two. central figures might 
have tipped the scales. 

Six years later, the essence of the 
"formula" has been effectively en- 
dorsed by Labour chairman 
Shimon Peres, aays Shemtov, 
referring to a Peres speech late last 
year. 

Shemtov himself, meanwhile, has 
moved further: be now favours 
Israeli support — “but conditional 
support” — j for the principle of 
Palestinian self-determination. He 
says that Abba E ban’s current . ad- 
vocacy of a "Benelux solution," In- 
volving an .indepen dent Palestinian 
entity closely confederated with 
Israel and Jordan, was preceded by 
Mapam's own policy-thinkers.
